\s petroleum and natural 


gas are 
generally found in anticlines or arches 
of the rocks, the upper Stillwater basin 
in Montana is regarded by geologists of 
the United States Gealogical Survey, 


Department of the Interior, as deserving 


the attention of oil men, for in this 
basin there are well-marked anticlines 
and also pools of asphalt formed from 
petroleum that slowly oozes up from 
sands far below the surface. The anti- 
clines are principally in Township 6 
South, Range 18 East, and are closely 
associated with the seeps of asphalt. 
Many years ago wells were drilled on 
these anticlines for the purpose of ob- 
taining petroleum, but they reached 
nothing of commercial value. It is now 
believed that these old wells were not 
drilled deep enough to test the area fully 
and that deeper holes would perhaps 


yield petroleum in commercial quantities. 


A description of the general geology 
of this region and a discussion of the 
possibilities of finding in it both pe- 
troleum and coal are given in Bulletin 
641-G, a copy of which may be obtained

Narcotic Drugs. 


With the concerted effort on the part of the St 
Narcotic Committee to determine what shall be do: 
under State regulation to check the spread of illegal! 
sales and consequent drug addiction, and of 
special committees of the State Judges and Just 


Association, and of its special committee made 


up cl 


ederal officials, there is more apparent unanimity 
of purpose than has been manifested since the first 
agitation which resulted in the passage of the Ha 
rison anti-narcotic law. 

In any consideration of the evil, certain defil 
facts must be admitted as a basis for possible action 


and these may be thus summurized 


The Harrison anti-narcotic law has effected a 
reduction of approximately 50 per cent.—some 
manufacturers place the reduction as high as 75 
per cent.—in the amount of opium derivatives 
produced in this country. 

The amount sold by the retail pharmacist has 
decreased approximately 30 per cent. 

There has been a marked reduction 
amount obtained through physicians. 


YET 


Since the passage of the Harrison and Boy- 
lan laws, there has been—on the authority of 
prison hospital physicians—an immense increase 
in the number of addicts received in the several 
city hospitals open to such persons for treat- 
ment. 

The number of addicts found among persons 
on trial before the Court of Special Sessions in 
this city averages more than one-half the total 
number of cases heard. 

Any addict who has the money can obtain all 
the narcotics he can pay for. 

Bottles of the drugs bearing the names of 
American manufacturers are found in the pos- 
session of illegal sellers, and similar bottles are 
seized in the possession of smugglers en route 
from Canada and elsewhere, indicating the drugs 
sent out of the country are returned through 
“underground” channels. 

Very large amounts of such drugs, and par- 
ticularly heroin, are being exported constantly 
to Canada, South and Central America and Cuba, 
and to such Mexican ports as Tampico and Vera 
Cruz.

In view of the fact that nearly 90 per cent. of 
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the 4,500,000 tens of fertilizer used by the farmers in 
the spring season was last year congested in a ship- 
ping season of from six to eight weeks, such ship- 
ments requiring the use of 300,000 freight cars, it has 
become apparent that it will be impossible for the 
railroads to furnish these cars the coming spring 
during the shipping period, and that something must 
be done to meet such conditions. This is of par- 
ticular import this year, since with the higher prices 
obtaining for farm products and the greater profits 
to be reaped from investments in fertilizing material, 
it is essential that there should be no car famine, with 
resulting non-deliveries. 

With such a condition confronting the farmers 
and the fertilizer industry, the Soil Improvement 
Committee of the National Fertilizer Association, has 
met in special session at Chicago, with the result that 
an appeal is being spread broadcast throughout the 
country to extend the shipping season over a much 
lenger period than usual—in other words, to place 
orders as soon as possible, that the fertilizing ma- 
terial may be shipped att the earliest moment, and 
thus insure its receipt in ample time for the early 
spring work. 

The figures as to scarcity of cars given out by 
President Bowker tell their own story, for this short- 
age is not confined to any one industry, and ‘the 
tank-car shortage for the past six months has had 
an appreciable effect upon the market for petroleum 
and its products, as well as in the other great indus- 
tries which rely upon railroad transportation to their 
several markets.

The Government Crop Report vs. the 
Private Report on the Flax- 
seed Crop. 


The final report of the Crop Reporting Bureau, as 
given to the public on Friday, is unusual in that for 
the first time in recent years. the total acreage for 
flaxseed and the total estimated yield are both higher 
the initial 1916 report of 





than the totals stated in 
date of July 1. 

For some months emphasis in the market has 
been placed upon the totals as indicated by the cus- 
tomary private reports, with the result that the 
official estimates were held too ‘high by from 2,000,000 
te 2,500,000 bushels, since the main difference between 
the private and government prognostications was to 
be found in the estimated yield per acre, rather than 
in the acreage totals themselves. 

The publication of the official figures, however, 
has been followed, as will be seen in our market 
dispatches from Minneapolis, and elsewhere, by a 
revision upwards of the private estimates—in itself 
unusual—largely on the premise that the immense 
early sales and deliveries are indicative in themselves 
of a larger production of flaxseed than could be 
accounted for by the 11,500,000 to 12,000,000 bushel 
crop estimates so generally made privately. The 
final government estimate is 15,459,000 bushels, with 
an average yield per acre of 9.6 bushels. 

Whatever the final outcome, both private and 
government estimates simply emphasize the fact that 
the flaxseed crop in this country this year will fall 
far below the requirements for consumption, and that 
we shall be forced to turn to other sources of supply 


for the necessary seed to round out requirements

NEW TRIAL DENIED IN 
HERMANN-BOWER SUIT 


Justice Thompson in U. S. District 
Court in Philadelphia Denies Mo- 
tion—Appeal to U. S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals May Follow. 


Philadelphia, Dec. 18, 1916. 
Thompson, in the United States 
Court, in this city, has refused 

for a new trial in the case of 
Hermann vs. Henry Bower Chem- 
ical Company, in which a verdict was 
given in favor of the latter 

The suit involved a claim 
livery of yellow prussiate of 
a contract. The defendants won their 
when a “‘war clause’ in the con- 
tract was upheld as legal justification for 
non-delivery. The trial, which occupied 
tive days, was decided November 24.

In their argument for a new trial the 
plaintiff's counsel declared that the ver- 
dict was against the weight of the evi- 
dence because no sufficient evidence was 
presented by the defendant corporation 
to justify the jury in finding that the 
exception from liability given by the war 
clause was applicable. It was contended 
that the verdict was against the weight 
of the evidence because it failed to hold 
that the sales, in the year 1914, were not 
sales of prussiate of potash which it was 
the duty of the Bower Company to de- 
liver to the parties with whom they had 
contracted for the sale of prussiate of 
potash prior to the beginning of the war 
between Germany and the allied powers. 
It was also avered that the verdict was

Amendment to Indian Oil Land Bill 
to Aid Hurried Construction 
of Pipelines. 


Washington, Dec. 15, 
The Indian appropriation bill passed by 
the House of Representatives carries an 
amendment to the act of March 11, 14 
authorizing the Secretary of the Interior 
to grant rights Way across Indian 
lands for the conveyance of oil and gas, 
so that the paragraph reading “No such

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STATE NARCOTIC COMMITTEE RENEWS 
PROBE INTO SPREAD OF DRUG EVIL 


Gives Hearing in New York on Wednesday at Which 
Doctors Disagree—Federal Law Amendment Urged 
by Many—Hearings Up-State This Week. 





W. J. SCHIEFFELIN AND OTHERS HOLD 
LEGITIMATE DISTRIBUTORS BLAMELESS 


The movement in behalf of more 
adequate regulation of the narcotic 
drug habit in New York city and 
State, with particular attention to the 
two questions, 

Where do addicts get the drag? 
How to stop the illegal sale by 
cutting off the source of illegal 
supply? 
is assuming more concrete form than 
at any time since the passage of the 
Harrison anti-narcotic act and the 
3oylan-Bloch law now on the State 
statute books. 

During the past two weeks the State 
Narcotic Committee, of which Senator 
George H. Whitney is chairman, has 
been holding sessions, four in New 
York city, and while the result has not 
been all that could be hoped in the 
way of suggestion pointing to the 
elimination of the evil, the committee 
has been given a great deal of perti- 
nent information pointing to sources of 
supply, ete. 

In addition to this the Judges and 
Justices’ Association of the State, 
through its Committee on Narcotics, 
has been accumulating a great deal of 
evidence as to imports, exports, and 
the source of the opium derivatives 
found in the hands of illegal sellers 
and consumers in this city, and as a 
result of the statements made before 
the State committee and elsewhere as 
to the source of the supply from Ca- 
nada, Mexico and other points outside 
the United States, the association has 
decided to appoint a sub-committee, 
made up of members of the associa- 
tion in the Federal service, with a view 
to reaching a decision as to possible 
changes in the Federal laws which 
shall close the loopholes now existing 
in the Harrison anti-narcotic law, and 
which shall tend to shut off the illegal 
supply at its sources. 

The State Narcotic Committee will 
meet in Rochester tomorrow (Tuesday) 
and in Buffalo on Wednesday. The 
next meeting of the Judges and Jus- 
tices’ Association, which is to be an 
open meeting at which suggestions will 
be received from anyone in regard to 
possible beneficial changes in the 
State law, will be held tomorrow at the 
Criminal Courts Building in Franklin 
Street. 


Wholesale Druggists and Federal 
Officers Unite in Effort to Check 
Illegal Drug Sales. 


In addition to the State investigation ol 
the narcotic drug evil, now being carried 
on by the State Narcotic Committee, of 
which Senator George H. Whitney is the 
chairman, the State Judges and Justices’ 
Association, through its Committee on 
Drug Evil, is working along allied lines 
with the intention ot formulating per- 
fecting amendments to existing legisla- 
tion, or should this not prove suflicient, 
to draft new laws which snall do away 
with known conditions, the causes of 
which, while surmised, are not as yet 
fully determined. 

It was the published charges of this 
committee, of which Justice Cornelius F. 
Collins is one of the spokesmen, which 
called forth the recent denials of com- 
plicity with illegal drug sellers from the 
presidents of the N. W. D. A. and the 
N. A. M. M. P., as well as manufac- 
turers and distributors of narcotics, in 
the columns of the Reporter. 

Since that time, however, Justice Col- 
lins and Justice Garvin and gther mem- 
bers of that body have withdrawn the 
offensive statement that ‘connivance’ 
existed both at the hearings of the State 
Narcotic Committee and in interviews. 

Meetings of this judicial organization 
have been held regulirly for some time 
past, and on Monday last, at the Crim- 
inal Courts building, Dr. Wm. Jay 
Scheffelin, president of Schieffelin & Co., 
wholesale druggists; Herman A. Metz, 
of H. A. Metz & Co., and Herbert D. 
Nobbins, of McKesson & Robbins, at- 
tended the meeting at the invitation of 
Justice Collins, chairman of the commit- 
tee, to make suggestions toward the prac- 
ticable regulation of the sale of narcotic 
drugs in this State. 

Dr. Schieffelin at the outset denied em- 
phatically and without deep feeling that 
the manufacturers or the wholesale 
druggisis were in any way responsible 
for the increase in the number of drug 
addicts through the distribution of nar- 
cotic drugs, declaring that the wholesale 
trade resented the implications reflecting 
upon reputable houses which had been 
publicly made at previous meetings of 
the committee and reported in the daily 
press. 

He expressed the belief that the in- 
ereased shipments of the opium deriva- 
tives to Canada during the past two 
vears or more were due in large Measure 
to increased foreign demand, “army 
orders,” and suggested that it was pos- 
sible in view of the numerous thefts from 
wholesale houses and manufacturers in 
this country that many of the drugs thus 
shipped back were stolen from consign- 








ments for army purposes. He believed it 
to be a fact that more narcotic drugs 
were Smuggled into this country from 
Iurope than from Canada. Justice Col- 
lins reiterated statements he had made 
it the State Committee hearing, as re- 
ported in last week's Reporter, to the 
effect that reports of the United States 
Customs Service showed that shipmen’s 
of such drugs had been made to Canada 
in larger quantities than were required 
for Canadian consumption, and quoted 
statements made by others at the prev- 
ious hearings to the effect that the drugs 
were smuggled across the Canadian 
border 

Mr. Robbins, who with Dr. Schieffelin 
and Mr. Metz, is a member of the whole- 
sale druggists’ advisory body acting with 
the Drug Evil Committee, emphasized in 
detaii the position taken by Dr. Schief- 
felin. He stated that the wholesale drug- 
gists from the inception of the movement 
for legislation to control narcotic selling 
and distribution had been foremost in 
the advocacy of such enactments, as in- 
dicated by their support of the Harrison 
law and their labors in behalf of its pas- 
sage. Their record both as regards leg- 
islation and their respect to the law was 
ibove reproach. 

He cited from letters, received by 
manufacturing chemists’ statements 
snowing the immense reduction in output 
of the opium derivatives since the Harrt- 
son law went nto effect, the reduction 
ranging from ™ to 7 per cent. “I be- 
lieve,”’ said Mr, Robbins, ‘“‘that the ap- 
proximate reduction in output as shown 
by these reports from the manufacturers 
ean be fairly stated as 662/3 per cent 
in itself a most striking and decisive re- 
futation of statements that the drug evil 
is spreading because of supplies received 
through wholesale distribution.” 

Mr. Robbins called attention to the fact 
that the figures in regard to the importa- 
tion and exportation of opium were on 
record with government bureaus, and he 
asserted that the wholesale druggists of 
the country were ready at all times to 
open their books to competent authori- 
ties in the interest of full Knowledge by 
such officials of the status of this branch 
of the pharmaceutical industry, 

“The wholesale druggists are obeying 
the law in letter and in spirit,” declared 
Mr. Robbins. ‘‘We are particularly care- 
ful to vise all orders received, and should 
any one of our customers—and I am 
speaking for the wholesale druggists as 
a class—call for an inordinate amount 
of such narcotics, more than his custom- 
ary orders would indicate he could use 
normally, he would not be given the drug 
ordered. In this manner the wholesale 
trade is exercising a wholesome and ef- 
fective check upon consumption.” 

Mr. Robbins further declared that 
should there be any agreement on the 
part of the medical profession that it 
would be best to omit heroin from the 
materia medica and substitute therefor 
ome other medicament the whole drug 
trade would acquiesce at once, He wished 
to emphasize the position of the whole- 
sale druggists and the manufacturers 
that they could be depended upon to co- 
operate fully and completely with the 
authorities and with the committee in so 
amending existing laws and regulations 
that the spread of the drug evil could 
be checked, and the creation of drug ad- 
dicts be stopped. To his mind the fact 
that the output had been reduced 66 2/3 
per cent. and the sales by retail phar- 
macists 30 per cent. was unanswerable 
as illustrating the position and the policy 
of the wholesale druggists under the 
present narcotic laws. 

The Committee on Legislation, of which 
District Attorney Francis J. Martin, of 
the Bronx, is chairman, recommended 
legislation to provide for the treatment 
ot certain classes of addicts by the 
Board of Health. This suggestion, how- 
ever, Was opposed by Dr. Haven Emer- 
son, Commissioner of Health, who de- 
clared that the Board of Health was not 
seeking to emlarge the scope of its ac- 
tivities in this direction, and that while 
willing to co-operate in any way reason- 
able, he could not admit the ethical or 
medical propriety of dispensing drugs to 
addicts by this city department. 

In view of the general belief—empha- 
sized at previous meetings and at the 
hearings of the State Narcotic Commit- 
tee—that any legislative treatment of the 
drug evil must be mational as well as 
State, the committee decided to appoint 
a sub-committee made up of members of 
its Committee on the Drug Evil, all of 
whom should be in the Federal service. 
This committee will take up the provi- 
sions of existing Federal laws with the 
purpose of suggesting any changes, 
emendations or additions which they may 
deem advisable for the strengthening of 
Federal enactment, and for the control 
of illicit distribution of narcotics. 

The Committee on Drug Evil will meet 
again tomorrow (Tuesday) at the Crim- 
inal Courts buildings, at which time it 
will receive suggestions from any one as 
to possible beneficial changes in existing 
laws. 











Doctors Disagree at Fourth Hearing 
in This City of State Narcotic 
Committee. 


That the State Narcotic Committee, ap- 
pointed under special act of the Legis- 
lature to investigate the State narcotic 
laws with a view to perfecting the exist- 
ing code has been forced to hear 


lengthy discussions and bickerings over 
points of medical ethics and medical dif- 
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ferences is unfortunate, but to anyone 
at all familiar with the history of nar- 
cotie legislation in this State such an out- 
come Was not at all unexpected. 

the hearmgs in this city the first week 
as reported in last week's issue of the 
Reporter—brought out considerable in 
formation of a really helpful nature 
points as to distribution, sales methods, 
iumber ot addicts recorded by the po- 
lice, cases before the courts, possible 
sources of supply, etc.—but it remained 
for the hearing on Wednesday last tuo 
emphasize the fact that the physicians 
were apparently hopelessly divided as to 
methods of treatment, exercise of super- 
vision, control of treatment and control 
of supply. In fact, near the close of 
ihe session the “shorter and uglier word” 
Was passed. 

The charge was openly made—and one 
member of the State committee voiced 
the fceling In words—that certain doctors 
liad utilized the hearings as a means of 
self advertising. There is no doubt that 
the advertising spirit did control some 
few of the witnesses heard, and Assem- 
blyman Bloch’s question under the cir- 
cumstances could be forgiven readily by 
those who have attended the hearings. 
kor every statement of facts that could 
help the committee there were many 
words of theorizing and of discussion 
which did not apply to the questions em- 
phesized by the committee: 

Iiow shall illegal selling be 
stopped? 

Hiow shall the creation of ad- 
dicts be prevented? 
What steps can be 
put an end to the 
opium derivatives 
derground channels? 
What shall be done in the treat- 
ment of existing addicts? 

To the solution of these problems the 
committee has been devoting itself—it is 
unfortunate that the same motives have 
not controlled all of the speakers at the 
hearings.

Some of the Speakers Wednesday. 


These who testified at the hearing on 
Wednesday afternoon at the Board ot 
Kistimate rooms at City Hall included 
Lieutenant Henry Scherb, in command 
ot the “Narcotic Squad"; Justice E. L. 
Garvin, of the Court of Special Sessions, 
and of the Special Committee of the 
Judges and Justices’ Association; Clar- 
ence O. Bigelow, pharmacist; Chas. E. W 
Smith; Dr, Walter H. Conley, medical 
superintendent of the Metropolitan Hos- 
pital; Detective I. S. McKenna, repre- 
senting the Bronx Welfare Association; 
Dr. Jackson N. Campbell, in charge of 
the Harlem prison; Dr. Alexander Lam- 
bert, who is associated with C. B. Towns 
in the sanitarium with which the latter 
is identified; Dr. Charles A. Rosenwas- 
ser; Dr. Ernest Bishop, and others. 

rhe medical practitioners who appeared 
before the committee emphasized the 


Striking lack of wumanimity prevailing 
among physicians as to “cures” for drug 
i1ddicition, and it was not long before 


some resorted to personalities. 

The prosecuting and police officers, as 
well as others, appeared to be united in 
the belief that the existing Federal laws 
needed = strengthening. Detective Mc- 
Kenna, Lieutenant Scherb, Mr. Bigelow, 
Mr. Conley were among those calling fo 
udequate Federal supervision. 

Lieutenant Scherb reiterated points al- 
ready made by Assistant District Attor- 
ney Unger and others at last week's hear- 
ing—that the addict could get all the nar- 
colics he could pay for; that the supply 
Was smuggled in illegally; that heroin 
should be eliminated as a medicament. 
Further tham this he urged that changes 
be made in the present order form, and 
that the distribution of narcotics should 
be centralized in the boards of health in 
various parts of the State with the result 
that the boards could keep in touch with 
the amounts used. After stating how the 
drug was sold and the amount of profit 
in such sales to illegal users, the officer 
declared that the only cure was to con- 
fine the addict so he could obtain no 
further supply of drugs. 

This elucidated the usual reply on the 
part of physicians that the cutting off 
of such supplies would result in untold 
hardship and possibly death. In fact Dr. 
Lambert stated without equivocation that 
he had known cases of addicts who had 
died because unable to procure a supply 
of the narcotics to which they were 
slaves. He went on record as stating 
that an addict was not a menace unless 
insane, but he did state that the majority 
of the addicts took more of the drug 
than was necessary to produce the de- 
sired effects, possibly from the fear that 
the supply would be cut off. He urged 
that the registration of drug addicts by 
the Board of Health would not be an aid 
to the solution of the problem of drug 
addiction. 


Triple Certificate Urged. 


Lieutenant Scherb urged the adoption 
of the triple certificate, which is opposed 
by many physicians because one of these 
certificates would be filed with the Board 
of Health and thus violate the confidence 


of the patient in the physician, and 
cause the user to turn to underworld 
supply sources. The _ police lieutenant 


also urged legislation forbidding the pos- 
session of the hypodermic needle by ad- 
dicts, amd decried what he termed the 
laxity of the Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment in its control of interstate traffic. 
Lieutenant Scherb declared that half 
a dozen men dominate the sale of nar- 
cotics illegally in this city, that 95 per 
cent. of the drugs thus sold are smugglea 
from Canada, Havana, Mexico and else- 
where, and that the prohibition of the 
manufacture and sale of heroin by the 
United States Government would be one 
means of controlling the traffic 

Senator Boylan and others, however, 
raised the point that should the manu- 
facture of heroin be prohibited other 
drugs would be employed in its place. 
Detective McKenna told of the situa- 
tion in Florida, where recently he was 
instrumental in the capture of a man 
possessing a large amount of narcotics, 
but since possession was not a crime in 
Florida and no sale could be proved, the 
holder was discharged with the drug in 
his possession, and there was nothing to 
stop his going away with the narcotic, 
possibly even to New York. Mr. Me- 
Kenna declared that much of the drug 





illegally sold in New York was. stolen 
tiomt wholesalers and manufacturers, 
and that large amounts were smuggled 
in trom South America and Cuba by 
stokers on ocean liners and distributed 
through New York's illegal buyers 


Dr, Campbell Doubts ‘Cures.’ 


br, Jackson N. Campbell was decidedly 
outspoken in his views as to ‘cures’ 
and defied any of the physicians quoted 
to produce six persons who had _ been 
“cured as the result of institutional 
treatment Hie created considerable sen- 
sation when he declared that threatening 
io give the addict a cold water bath haa 
proved In many instances to be as effi- 
cacious as a dose of drugs, and he furth- 
er asserted that he had tried this method 
of treatment several times. He stated 
also that were it not for the strict en- 
forcement of the Sullivan concealed 
weapon law every Zangster who used 
nareotics would be carrying a concealed 
weapon. 

Mr. Bigelow stated that since the Har- 
rison law went into effect physicians had 
not prescribed as many narcotics as be- 
fore the Federal enactment, but he be- 
lieved the provisions of the Federal law 
could be strengthened with advantage, 
and that other Federal regulation should 
be provided and_ enforced. He also 
thought a further limitation could be 
placed upon the amount of narcotics 
druggists could carry in stock legally. 

Dr. Bishop, who has appeared at all 
of the hearings in this city since the 
committee began its work, told the com- 
mittee that the existing legislation acted 
as a restraint upon the legitimate em- 
ployment of narcotics by physicians, and 
had driven many addicts to underworld 
supply agencies. He further declared that 
no real cure nor formula for curative 
treatment was in use. He suggested that 
the Rockefeller Foundation or some 
similar body devote its attention to the 
study of how to cure drug victims, 





Judge Garvin Gives Statistics. 


Judge Garvin took up the situation 
from t viewpoint of the courts and of 
ourt records. He showed that there had 
been an increase in the number of such 
drug cases since the passage of the Boy- 
lan law in 1914, and that a large number 
of criminals in court on charges of other 
offenses were found to be drug users. 
The percentage ranged from 25 to 30 per 
ent. of the entire number of cases 
brought to court during the first three 
days of last week Judge Garvin's ad- 
dress had to deal directly with the drug 
evil as affecting the offenders brought be- 
fore his own tribunal, and while brief, 
was very effective. 

Dr. Conley. in emphasizing the fact 
that the enforcement of the regulative 
laws had sent a number of addicts into 
the open, declared that for the six 
months prior to the passage of the Boy- 
lan law there were but 33 drug cases 
under his supervision at the Metropoli- 
tan Hospital, while during the first six 
months of the Boylan law there were 563 
cases, and when the Harrison law went 
into ffect the next si months saw 
double this number of cases. 

Dr. Rosenmwasser supported Dr. Camp- 
bell’s statement in regard to cold water 
baths, and indulged in a verbal set-to 
with Mr. Towns, who supported the sys- 
tematic cure with which he is identified 

On Thursday the members of the State 
Narcotic Committee, at the invitation of 
Dr. Jackson R. Campbell, physician of 
the Harlem prison, visited the prison 
and the Harlem police courts and saw 
a number of cases of drug addiction 
either awaiting examination or on trial. 
The facts brought out by Magistrate Ten 
Eyck confirmed the committee in its be- 
lief. which had been strengthened by 
testimony at the several hearings, that 
anyone could get all the narcotics he 
could pay for. Magistrate Simms in the 
Yorkville Court stated in committing one 
1ddict to the Metropolitan Hospital that 
the spread of the evil had been increased 
by the spread of prohibition or “dry” ter- 
ritory, as the drugs offered an easily car- 
ried substitute for alcoholic preparations.

An interesting industrial development 
is outlined by the proposed incorporation 
in this State of the American Chemical 
Works by Messrs. Kehl and De Souza 
of Sao Paulo, Brazil, which has for its 
object the manufacture in the city of 
Sao Paula of various chemical and other 
products which will be in direct competi- 
tion with American industry A confi- 
dential communication from a_ reliable 
source in Sao Paulo, Brazil, tells of this 
enterprise as follows:— 

‘“‘Messrs. M. C. Marcondes de Souza and 
Joaquin Maynert Kehl will within the 
next few weeks apply to the Secretary 
of the State of Delaware for corporation 
papers for the American Chemical Works. 
The intention in the incorporation of the 
American Chemical Works is the manu- 
facture in the city of Sao Paulo of vari- 
ous chemical and other products, such as 
paint, varnish, baking powder, enamel, 
etc., which will be in direct competition 
with American industry, Mr. de Souza 
having stated that ‘through the manu- 
factured products bearing the name of 
an American company, the merchandise 
will meet with better acceptance in the 
local markets, and the advertising which 
it is expected will be gained through hav- 
ing the company incorporated in_ the 
United States will be far greater than 
any additional expenses incurred for 
taxes, etc.’ 

“Inasmuch as the annual importation 
from the United States of the products 
which the American Chemical Works in- 
tends to manufacture equals nearly $300,- 
600, the incorporation of this company ky 
Messrs. Kehl and de Souza, who are ex- 
perienced manufacturing chemists with 
an available capital of about $50,000, will 
be decidedly detrimental to legitimate 
North American interests and enter- 
prises."’

INSECTICIDE AND DISINFECTANT MEN 
HOLD 3D ANNUAL CONVENTION HERE 





Wadsworth Bill Amending Insecticide Act of 1910 Comes in 
for Discussion and Its Passage in Present Form Is Op- 
posed—Frank Hemingway Re-elected President. 


The majer portion of the time de- 
voted to the consideration of matters 
affecting the insecticide and disinfec- 
tant industry by the Insecticide and 
Disinfectant Manufacturers’ Association 
on Monday and Tuesday last was given 
over to the Wadsworth bill and the 
phenol coefficient test. The third an- 
nual convention of the association was 
held at the Hotel Astor, in this city, 
with President Frank Hemingway in 
the chair. 

After an exhaustive discussion, much 
of which was purely technica] consider- 
ation of the points involved in tests for 
disinfectants, rsolutions were passed op- 
posing the bill in its present form on 
the ground that while there were sev- 
eral tests extant, no one had been gen- 


erally adopted; that the methods em- 
ployed give different results; that im- 
portant official and semi-official bodies 


are now conducting examinations with 
a view to standardization ef ‘tests; that 
several disinfectants of value are not 
amenable in any degree to the phenol 
tests; and that, until some standardi- 
zation shall be made, the manufactur- 
ers in this country would be placed at 
great disadvantage because of the 
consequent confusion should the bill 
be passed as originally drafted. 


Certain changes in the constitution 
and by-laws in the interest of efficiency 
were referred to a special cemmittee 
and will be taken up at the mid-sum- 
mer meeting of the association. 

The following officers were elected: 

President, Frank Hemingway; first 
vice-president, A. S. Hickerson; second 
vice-president, W. H. Rose; secretary 
and counsel, Benjamin M. Kaye; treas- 
urer, Harry J. Schnell; board of gov- 
ernors, T. J. Walsh, H. I. Colman and 
H. W. Cole; Finance Committee, J. G. 
Batlin. 

Detailed report of the sessions follows. 


What the Convention Did. 


The third amnual convention of the 
Insecticide and Disinfectant Mamnufac- 
turers’ Association was held at the Hotel 
Astor, in this city, on Monday and Tues- 
day, December 11 and 12, with President 
Frank Hemingway in the chair. The 
president announced at the opening ses- 
sion on Monday morning that the cus- 
tomary formal address of welcome and 
reply has been dispensed with, and then 
proceeded with his annual address. 


Address of President Hemingway. 


I am sure we are, all of us, New York 
members and out-of-town members, par- 
ticularly complimented by Dr. J. K. Hay- 
wood's Kindness in coming to our meet- 
ing again. He tells us that he will not 
make any speech, but he will again get 
the atmosphere of our work, and be with 
us at the dinner tonight, which I am sure 
will give us all very great pleasure. 


As a working unit the association has 
been 100 per cent. efficient in the past 
year, and its scope has been widened. It 
has not developed, however, in actual 
size. Its business or publicity manage- 
ment has not beem as aggressive as one 
might wish. In fact, it is more or less 


like my automobile, in that it works well 
as far as it goes. I cannot help feeling 
that the New York members, the “Old 
Guard,” so to speak, were guilty of an 
error of judgment when they decided that 
after centralizing the management for 
some eighteen months, that is, since the 
inception of the association, mothing 
should be done to make it possible for 
any one outside of New York to say that 
the association was local in its scope and 
in the personnel of its management. 
The new governors, therefore, were 
selected from several important cities. 
This has proved to be a mistake. In our 
tirst year our monthly meetings were, 
as a rule, fully attended. In 1916, the 
out-of-town members, being unable to 
report, our meetings seldom showed a 
quorum. In a normal business year, I 
am sure the interest of these gentlemen 
in the association would have brought 
them to New York once a month, but for 
many of these, the present year has pre- 
sented aS many and as serious problems 
as 1915, and few of us have been able 
to give any thought at all to anything 
outside our own businesses. 


Recommends Centralization. 


I shali recommend for 1917 that 
again centralize our management, and, 
further, that we request our secretary 
to send notices of meetings to all mem- 
bers in order that any out-of-town mem- 
ber who happens to be in New York at 
the time may be present to give the board 
the benefit of his views and so further 
to promote the exchange of views and 
ideas. In business associations and sci- 
entific societies there seem to be several 
classes of members. Predominating, I 
fear, are those who look upon their mem- 
berships as a cheap form of insurance 
of doubtful value and beyond that are 
indifferent. Second are those who see an 
immediate monetary advantage; in these 
we find the members who get some hun- 
dreds of dollars worth of legal opinions 


we 


for their $25. ‘Thirdly, and _ certainly 
least in number, those who realize the 
value of co-operation and of association 


work in bringing an industry to a higher 
plane, in removing trade abuses, and in 
combating vicious legislation. Even in 
this twentieth century few men seem to 
realize fully that the quiet running is the 
efficicnt machine. Certainly if this asso- 


ciation made more noise it would be more 
in evidence, even if less efficient. 

Later in the meeting I think you will 
be astonished to hear Trom our secretary 
and counsel something of the actual work 
that has been done by this machine of 
ours. Those of you who have had no 
troubles with the various government de- 
partments in the last year have not T™- 


derstocd, perhaps, that this little quiet 
running machine, climbing the hills on 
high, was really getting there. Possibly 


if our chauffeur counsel had not Kept the 
ear in such good shape, but had labored 
up the inclines with the muffler cut out 
we should have been more in evidence. 

Certainly, our fuel consumption has 
been low as our treasurer will later prove 
to yuu, for, strange to say, out of our 
very moderate income we still have a 
small baiance in hand. 

A few weeks ago I addressed a 
consultant, whom I had brought 
factory to straighten out some technical 
difficulties, as a chemist. He objected at 
once. He admitted that he was a Bach- 
elor of Science and had graduated from 
Cornell as a chemist, but he said that 
he had met too many chemists to allow 
himself to be called one. He was a lib- 
eral-minded youngster and gave me full 
permission to call him anything else I 
liked. Now, gentlemen, when I say I 
am a manufacturer I make the state- 
ment as a confession and not as a claim, 
for | am rapidly coming to the conclusion 
that in‘*this modern era—and in _ this 
chaos of social and economic complexi- 
ties through which we are struggling— 
the manufacturer is just plain ‘“goat,”’ 
and at that a goat without horns.

manufacturer today 
of problems before him than any 
other man in any other age. Raw ma- 
terials and the fluctuating markets for 
raw materials; labor and labor unions; 
coal and shortage of coal: markets for 
his finished products and fluctuations in 
those markets; credits, and finally the 
finances of his own business. And he at- 
tempts to handle all these problems him- 
self, 

How infinitely wiser is the working man 
or mechanic. He has but one problem 
before him, and that is the sale of his 
strength or his skill at the best possible 
price, but he does not attempt to tackle 
that problem alone. Think of it, 400,000 
trainmen can get together and force un- 
just demands on a great country in the 
form of a new law. For that union to 
reach each one of its members with one 
letter would cost $8,000. Where is the as- 
sociation of employers that would face 
the expenditure of such a sum with a 
light heart? To begin with, the average 
business association is hopelessly cramped 
for the want of funds. A manufacturer 
employing one or two hundred men and 
turning out say half a million dollars’ 
worth of goods a year, is neither very big 
nor very small as a manufacturer. My 
exnerience has been that such a man 
will pass his factory requisitions for 
new machinery. for tools and machine 
sundries and for repairs into hundreds 
of dollars a day, and yet, will look ask- 
ance at one yearly subscription of $0 
or $10 to an association of his fellow 
manufacturers, which by one single ac- 
tivity may save him a great deal of 
money and some _ serious injustice or 
annoyance

More and more am I impressed by this 
incomprehensible reluctance of manu- 


Manufacturers 


facturers to foster association work. It 
is frequently suggested that initiation 
fees shall be temporarily suspended in 


order to increase the membership in this 
or that association, and, yet by any 
method of comparison, the average year- 
lv cost of a business association is prac- 
tically negligible. The one single prob- 
lem of the attitude of a popular govern- 
ment to industry is sufficient reason to 
warrant the formation of strong and 
powerful associations among manufac- 


turers. In the matter of laws affecting 
business, projects for great and sudden 
changes are now, as ever, foredoomed 


to fail and cause reaction. Nevertheless, 
the manufacturers in a country, who are, 
when all is said and done, the real con- 
structive men of the coumtry, are faced 
with just such projects, many of them 
wholly absurd. It is true that the nation 
has grown in wealth, in health, in educa- 
tion and in morality, and that we are no 
longer compelled to subordinate almost 
every other consideration to the need of 
increasing the total produce of imdustry: 
nevertheless, we must be careful that 
we do not allow our great and eminent 
law givers to wholly subordinate indus- 
trv to impracticable idealism. 

It is intenselv interesting to study the 
history of trades unions in those coun- 
tries, like England, where they have run 
a pretty long course. It was not long be- 
fore they learned by bitter experience 
the folly of attempting to enforce the 
rules by which government had directed 
the course of industry. and it soon be- 
came their chief anxiety to increase their 
own economic freedom by the removal of 
the laws against combinations of work- 
men. In fact, the trades unions in Eng- 
land soon passed into the place of seek- 
ing little from authority except to be left 


alone. How exactly does this fit the 
situation of the manufacturers in this 
great country today? The _ successful 


manufacturers of the nineteenth century 
consist chiefly of those who have built 
up their industries and’ are strong, ready, 
enterprising men. They are apt to as- 
sume that the unsuccessful are to be 
blamed rather than to be pitied for their 
misfortunes, They are apt to think that 
nothing more is wanted than to make 
competition perfectly free and glorifying 


individualism they are in no hurry to 
jind a modern substitute for the social 
and industrial bonds which had kept men 
together in earlier times. And yet we 
are told that free competition is what 
we need and that combinations are not 
only illegal but vicious and dangerous. 
| am afraid I have talked on this sub- 
ject too often, but the increasing pater- 
nalism of the government so directly af- 
fects us, and, indeed, every living soul in 


the country, that I cannot refrain from 
touching on this broader aspect as it 
may affect us. 


Finding the Right Man for the Job. 


In these days of specialization one of 
the most serious problems of the manu- 
facturer is finding the right man for the 
job and training young material through 
years of apprenticeship. The _ business 
man Goes not attempt to control, or even 
influence, the laws of supply and de- 
mand, and the agriculturist does the best 


he can with the laws of nature, without 
trying to bring about in them one of 
those aforesaid sudden changes which 


are foredoomed to fail. 
with the wise men whom we elect to the 
great offices. Is there a war which is 
likely to affect the cotton business of the 
South? The great men do not hesitate 
to fly in the face of the laws of supply 
and demand and they tell us to buy a 
bale of cotton and arrange special credits 


But it is different 


for the South—anything to save the cot- 
ton belt from ruin. Yet this year the 
South will receive for its cotton crop a 
sum of money greater than the value of 
all the gold brought out of the State of 
California since the great boom in 1849. 
Is the price of foodstuffs high? Our 


worthy speaker can tell us at once that 
this is caused by illegal combinations, 
and he goes on in the same speech, even 
in the same breath, to tell us that great 
industries in the cities have drawn 
laborers away from the fields and that 
succeeding floods and droughts along the 


Mississippi have seriously affected the 
crops We know of these things, we 
joke about them and we do nothing, and 
vet we all of us realize that if the in- 
dividual industries of the country were 
run in such ways ruin and desolation 
would face us all in a very short time. 
We read of expensive investigating com- 
mittees investigating the expenses of 
previous expensive investigating com- 


mittees. and we think it is a g00d joke. 
And even today with this association two 
years old, we read the notices of judg- 
ments and find our names and the names 
of friends with whom we have been deal- 
ing for years without being moved to 
the vigorous action which the occasion 
demands. Is there a big chemical com- 
pany whose name we have not seen at 
some time or the other in those notices 
of judgment? We see after their names 
such words as ‘“‘Misbranding,” ‘Adul- 
teration.”” “Fraud,”’ the words “Guilty” 
and the particulars of the fine paid, and 
we know that it would not occur to any 
of us question the quality of the de- 
liveries of these manufacturers, men 
whose vast businesses have been built 
up largely on their uprightness, honor 
and square dealing. 


The Crux of the Whole Matter. 


Gentlemen, when shall we, as manu- 
facturers and business men, insist upon 
an investigation of that great industry, 
the industry of vote getting, with all its 
promises that are mot fulfilled? And 
here it seems to me we get very near to 
the crux of the matter. The individual 
manufacture standing alone and _ fight- 
ing alone can obtain no measure of re- 
lief or of justice or any reasonable at- 
tention to his grievance: whereas, 400,000 
voters represented by three or four men 
visiting Washington obtain results which, 
right or wrong (and I do not presume to 
say which it is), are denounced by many

thousands of thinking men in _ this 
country. 
We. the members of this association 


ask for little. We do not ask for greater 
returns in money for our working hours 
nor for any drastic changes in the eco- 
nomic conditions that surround our busi- 
ness. We ask for justice and for reason 
and for a fair hearing when we have a 
grievance to present—but little as it is 
we may ask for, we shall ask in vain, 
if we ask alone 


Membership. 


A. §S. Hickerson, for the Membership 
Committee, in presenting his _ report, 
urged co-operation on the part of mem- 
bers in recommending desirable parties 
for membership that the committee might 
be given lines upon which to work. He 
further urged that to bring the associa- 
tion to its proper strength there should 
be a new application brought in by every 


member who attends. 5 7 
President Hemingway, in connection 
with the matter of membership, stated 
that it had been suggested that the init- 
iation should be suspended for a short 
time in order to increase the member- 
ship, as had been done successfully by 
the Drug and Chemical Club in New 
York.

There is every reason to believe that 
the question of labels will soon be a 
matter of little moment to the members 
so far as the department is concerned. 
This applies to the insecticides. / 
It is a question that should be dis- 
cussed at this meeting whether or not 
a uniform label) for each _ insecticide 
should be adopted as far as directions 
are concerned. It would be an advance- 
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ment of the industry if uniform directions 
were adopted for similar articles of about 
equal strength. 

have noticed directions such as “‘l 
part to 49 parts.” Now it is mot likely 
that a user would ever get closer than 
1 part to 50, which surely sounds better, 
and easier to handle. If 1 part to 49 is 
effective, surely 1 part to 8} would be 
equally so, likewise I have noticed on 
other labels, 1 part to 10 and 1 part to ll 
which L believe in practice of use would 
be mixed about the same. Also some 
labels have 1 part to 14 and others 1 
part to 15. It would seem that the time 
had come when this confusing and varied 
condition should be standardized, 

Then the question of packages should 
be likewise standardized. Take the ques- 
tion of arsemate of lead paste, I have 
noticed the following sizes offered by dif- 
ferent manufacturers:—1 pound, 2 pounds, 
®» pounds, 10 pounds, 12% pounds, 2 
pounds, 2 pounds, 50 pounds, 100 pounds, 
200 pounds, 300 pounds, 400 pounds, 
pounds, 600 pounds. 

It would seem unnecessary to have a 
z-pound package. A 12%-pound package 
has many advantages over a ten-pound 
package, both are not necessary. Like- 
wise the 2-pound package is seldom 
used, and only in certain parts of the 
country the users could easily be switched 
to the 25-pound package, when a list 
of standard sized packages were quoted 
with the statement, ‘‘sizes adopted by the 


Insecticide and Disinfectant Manufac- 
turers’ Association.” 
rhe 200, 400 and 500-pound packages 


could be dispensed with by the adoption 
of the 3 and 600-pound packages. By 
the adoption of such standard packages 
the manufacturers would have less sizer 
to carry and likewise the conditions of 
purchasing packages would be improved. 
This matter might be discussed at a later 
meeting and if thought well enough of, 
a list of standard sized packages could be 


adopted by all members covering each 
insecticide. 

_In several industries a standard price 
list has been adopted by the manufac- 
turers interested in the production of 
such articles. From the list price dis- 
counts are given. Nails, pipe fittings. 
valves, sewer pipe. and any number of 


articles are so handled. It has been sug- 
gested that the association adopt such a 
price list, which plan is worthy of con- 
sideration. It has quite a few advan- 
tages. Prices would always be in exist- 
ence, and instead of changing prices, and 
getting out new price lists, two or threeor 
more times a year, all that would be neces- 
sary to do would be to advise of a change 
in discount. Much time would be saved 
in correspondence by enclosing a stand- 
ard price list and a letter stating dis- 
count so much. The quotations would 
be promptly and effectively made. 

In connection with the above, a card 
could be easily furnished giving the net 
prices corresponding to the discount. The 
views of the members on this subject are 
requested. 

There seems to be a_ feeling among 
some buyers that the principal object of 
the association was the fixing of prices, 
as no such object has ever been attempt- 
ed by the association and as far as we 
know none contemplated. We think pub- 
lic expression should be made. . 

Several members have made the state- 


ment that the association has done noth- 
ing, 3nd several concerns stated that 
they would join the association after it 
had accomplished something, which they 


considered of value to them. Such mem- 
bers and such concerns should never be 
admitted to membership. They lose sight 
of the fact that the association is the 
co-operative work of members who give 
their time and money for the mutual 
benefit of the industry, and receive their 
compensation through improved condi- 
tions of the industry and a better under- 


standing with those operating along al- 
lied lines. The type of man or concern 
who want the good of this condition, 
and who won't pav their share and won't 
give their time, but who only want the 
benefits of the work of others. we have 
little use for. If all men were like this 
type. no association could exist, but the 
worst possible condition would exist, and 


this type of men would be the ones that 
would do the most kicking. 

The association needs every manufac- 
turer of good reputation to join and co- 
operate in the upbuilding of an indus- 
try vet in its infancy, and instead of a 
membership committee, which accom- 
plished little. I believe each member 
should feel that he was the chairman of 
a committee whose purpose it was to se- 
eure those who are eligible to join, and 
if each member will take it unon himself 
to do this work. the association will be 
immensely benefited and the desired re- 
sults accomplished. 


Standardization of Disinfectants. 


Dr. W. Dreyfuss made a verbal report 
for the Committee on Standardization of 
Disinfectants, in which he outlined how 
the work was undertaken to determine in 


what respect the main factors in a bac- 
teriological test for standardization of 
disirnfectants—culture media and the 


standard. in this case, phenol, would af- 
fect the final results of a test. He point- 
ed out the differences between the Hy- 
gienic Laboratory method and the Rideal- 
Walker method, and showed what_had 
been done by the Standardization Com- 
mittee of the American Public Health 

Association, expressing the belief that at 
the meeting of the latter association at 
New Orleans final action will be taken. 
In referring to the test proposed under 
the Wadsworth bill Dr. Dreyfuss said 
that after eight or nine years of work 
he had found that either the Hygienic 
Laboratory or the Rideal-Walker test 
would give reliable results provided 
the operator adheres strictly to every 
detail of the technique. 

Dr. J. H. Wright, of the Lederle Labor- 
atories, who has done a great deal of 
the work in regard to standardization 
tests, spoke briefly as to present methods 
of making media, and the results from 
the use of American peptone. 


Committee on Disinfectants. 


Chairman H. W. Cole, of the Commit- 
tee on Disinfectants, made a verbal re- 
port, stating that the committee had con- 
sidered phenol coefficient tests and the 
matter of oils and acids.

Increased Importation of American 
Case Oil at Hankow, China. 


The principal changes in the Chinese 
import trade in kerosene are the disap- 
pearance in 1915 of the Russian oil and 
of Sumatra and Borneo case oil and the 
increased importation of American case 
oil. 

The decline in the total quantity of 
kerosene imported that was noted in 1914 
continued in 1915, although in the latter 
year the decline was negligible and may 
be explained by stocks carried over. The 
value of the imports of kerosene at Han- 
kow in 1915 was $2,107,519, of which the 
United States supplied 48 per cent. To 
exploit this market two well-known com- 
panies have perfect organizations, both 
of which annually extend their scope of 
operation througn native agents to re- 
moter districts if the methods of or- 
ganization practiced by these companies 
in exploiting this trade could be emulated 
on a smaller scale by a group represent- 
ing noncompetitive articles the results 
eventually would be most satisfactory to 
American trade, 

Last year began satisfactorily for the 
market as far as kerosene in Hankow is 
comcerned, in spite of the world-wide re- 
strictive influence of the European war. 
Business progressed normally and with 
but small finetuations in prices unti! 
Jur >, When the two companies were pre- 
cipitating into a sharp rate war. The 
nrice fell to almost unprecedented levels 
within a few weeks, but restoration fol- 
lowed in due course. and the year closed 
with importers quoting prices above rul- 
iz at the beginning of the year. 
Secure competition was met from the 
native vegetahle oils, the prices of which 
were lower than the normal price of the 
foreign article. Vhe abundant stocks of 
vegetable oils resulted in a cheap price 
for kerosene, and absence of the usual 
foreign demand was one of the reasons 
for the large stocks. The extension of 
electricity for lighting purposes is mili- 
tating against the kerosene trade, espe- 
cially in Hankow. 

The prevailing low rate of exchange 
throushout the year enhanced the cost 
to the consumers when measured in the 
currency of the country. Toward the 
close of the year the increased price re- 
sulted in the attempt, supported in one 
instance by the local chamber of com- 
merce, to return to primitive methods of 
lighting, but with a few exceptions there 
was no concerted action of this cher- 
acter.

formity as exists among the States at the 
present time is due to the issuance of 
these tolerances and specifications in this 
form, and still greater measure of uni- 
form:iy is confidently expected in the fu- 
ture At the same time it has been 
demonstrated that perfect uniformity 
will never prevail under the present sys- 
tem of having each State and a number 
or cities independently issuing tolerances 
and specifications, since disagreements 
bound to exist. The bureau is receiv- 
ing letters from manufacturers asking re- 
lief from the conditions they exist, 
but is unable to help them materially at 
this time. The bureau believes that con- 
ditions will never be wholly satisfactory 
until the government is given power by 
Federal legislation to issue’ tolerances 
and specifications which will be uniform 
ind apply throughout the entire country. 
A great majority of the State officials are 
firmly committed to this idea and 
hoping that action will be taken by Con- 
£ to place this power in the hands 
of a government bureau, which will then 
be able to regulate the entire matter.”

The bureau has continued more actively 
than in the previous year its work in the 
preparation of the proposed national gas- 
safety code which is intended to cover 
all phases of the production, distribution, 
and utilization of gases with a view to 
eliminating dangers to life or health or 
fire hazards. This code, which was orlg- 
inally intended to be in five parts, has 
been further subdivided into 10 parts, 
which will be as follows: 

1. Manufacture. 

2. Distribution. 

3. Appliance design 

1. Gas fitting. 

5. Appliance installation. 

6. Natural-gas wells and field stations. 


7. Acetylene. 

S. Bottled-gas systems. 

9, Blast-furnace, producer and gasoline 
fas. 

i’. Utilization—information for users. 





Parts 1 and 2 deal, respectively, with 
the production of manufactured gas and 
its distribution to the premises of the 
customer. ‘They are, therefore, primarily 
of intercst to the gas companies and 
their employes. Part 3, having to do 
with the conditions to be met in design 
and construction of gas-consuming ap- 
pliances, is addressed to the makers of 
such apparatus and to those handling it 


either in a wholesale or retail way. Fart 
4 deals with gas fitting and is primarily 
addressed to the gas fitter or plumber who 
is engaged in the installation of the pip- 
ing, but is also. of importance_to the 
architect and builder. Part 5 deals with 
the installation and adjustment of appli- 
ances and is addressed to the same in- 
terests as Part 4. Part 6 has to do with 
the production of matural gas at the wells 
and its transmission through field pump- 
ing stations and high-pressure mains to 
the limits of the municipality. Part 7 is 
of primary interest to the users of acety- 





lene and is addressed to the manufac- 
turer of generating and other equipment, 
the distributor, and the users of the gas. 








Part 5 deals simiiarly with bottled-gas 
systems, Pintsch, Blau, casinghead gas, 
etc. Part 9 is of interest both to the 
steel industry and to industrial plants, 
since it deals with blast-furnace and 
producer gas, and aiso refers to the use 
of gasoline Ss. Part 10 is addressed to 
the user of domestic and dustrial gas- 
consuming appliances and is largely non- 
technical in its nature. 
Investigation of the Color of Cot- 
tonseed Oil, 

rhe bureau has undertaken, at the re- 
quest of the Society of Cotton Products 
Analysts, and the Interstate Cottonseed 
Crushers’ Association, and with their as- 
sistance, an investigation of the color of 
cottonseed oil, for the purpose of estab- 
lishing satisfactory methods of color 


grading that product. Actual co-opera- 
tive iaboratory work on this investiga- 
tion was begun in July, 1915, and was 
iriied on under the immediate direc- 
tion of the bureau's expert in charge 
f£ color standardization. The chief fea- 
tures of the work to be attempted, as 
agreed upon between the Society of Cot- 
ton Products Analysts and the bureau 
in May, i915, were the following: 


(1) A comprehensive color analysis sur- 





Vey of representative samples of cotton- 
seed oil in order to obtain fundamental 
data on which to base further work. 

(2) Time tests of the permanency of 
the oil color, particularly under condi- 
tions Most favorable to its permanency. 
with a view to establishing sealed certi- 
fied color standards of the oil itself. 

(3) The design of a colorimeter suit- 





able to compare samples with the color 
standards. 


















This investigation is not yet completed 
and accordingly no definite report can be 
made on it However, the results to the 
end of June, 1916, may be summarized as 
follows:— 

(i) Forty-six samples of oil submitted 
in June, 1915, have been examined and 
intercompared by spectrophotometric 
analysis (measurements of the transmis- 
sion for light of different colors). The 
results show several different types of 
specital transmission. Eight samples of 
crude oil and 10 samples of prime win- 
tered oil have been similarly examined. 
rhe spectral transmission of the oil has 
been compared with that of the colored 
glasses formerly used to grade it. 

(2) The essential results of the perma- 
nency tests are the following:—(a) The 
permanency of the color depends to some 
extent upon the sample: the color of oils 
having absorption bands for orange-col- 
ored light i le permanent than that 
of those not such bands. (b) Fad.

mittee each spring transmit large num- 
bers of samples. The data obtained from 
the examination of these latter oils are 
studied, and upon the bureau's recom- 
mendation annual contracts are awarded, 

A research mentioned in last year’s re- 
port was completed and published as 
Technologic Paper No. 73, Data on the 
Oxidation of Automobile Cylinder Oils. 
The conclusion was reached that the 
method used by the bureau for some four 
or five years to determine the relative 
tendencies of oils to ‘‘carbonize”’ is sat- 
isfactory, The advantage over other pub- 
lished methods is its comparative 
rapidity. 

Tests along the same lines are regu- 
larly made in the laboratory of one of 
the large refiners of oils Their chief 
chemist states that the apparatus in use 
at the Bureau of Standards is more con- 
venient than that adopted by him. 

Quite recently a representative of an- 
other firm of refiners, who claim to have 
the leading oil-*esting laboratory in the 
country. visited the bureau and saw the 
oil-carbonizing apparatus. The represen- 
tative expressed great interest in it and 
wished to adopt certain of its features. 
Other work along this general line has 
been planned, 

Some work on the “carbon residue” of 
oils was done nearly a year ago in co- 
operation with a section of committee 
1-2 (on lubricants) of the American So- 
ciety for Testing Materials. This is en- 
tirely distinct from the bureau's “car- 


bonization’’ test. 

Co-operative work on the emulsification 
test is planned for the coming year. 
Problems in Connection with Paint.

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NEW FORM OF GUARANTEE ON FOOD AND 
DRUG PACKAGES HAS GONE INTO EFFECT 


Washington, Dec. 15, 1916. 


The following legend, so familiar in the 
past on food and drug packages, 


“Guaranteed by Manufacturer, under 
the Food and Drugs Act, June 30, 
1906, Serial Number 265,424," 


is disappearing from labels. A method 
for guaranteeing foods and drugs which 
will be less misleading to the public has 
been provided by the officials in charge 
of the enforcement of the food and drugs 
act. Under the new plan manufacturers 
may guarantee their products on the in- 
voice or bill of sale, or by certain other 
methods, but according to a food inspec- 





tion decision which became effective on 
November 1, 1916, they may not make 
any statement regarding a guaranty or 
serial number on the labels of packages 
of foods or drugs which enter interstate 
or foreign commerce, However, labels 


containing the guaranty legend and serial 
number which were printed prior to May 
5, 1914, the date on which the first notice 
to discontinue the guaranty legend and 
serial number was issued, may be used 
until May 1, 1918, in order to prevent 
the that otherwise would occur from 
the destruction of such labels. 


The New Way to Guarantee. 


The manufacturer, wholesaler, or other 
person residing in the United States and 
shipping foods or drugs into interstate 
commerce, according to the amended 
regulation, may print or stamp his guar- 
antee on the invoice, bill of sale, or on 
any commercial paper that contains a 
list of the items of foods or drugs which 
he intends to guarantee. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture does not prescribe 
the exact form that the guaranty shall 
take, but is of the opinion that the fol- 
lowing wording will be satisfactory:— 

“I (we), the undersigned, do 
guarantee that the articles 

(and drugs) listed herein

This statement should be followed by 
the signature, which may be printed or 
stamped if the invoice or other document 
is transmitted by the guarantor direct to 
the dealer, and the address of the guar- 
antor.

Why the Change Was Made. 





Originally it was provided in the rules 
and regulations that the mamnufacturer 
or wholesaler who desired to guarantee 


that 


and 


his products complied with the food 
drugs act might file a general guar- 


anty with the Department of Agriculture 
to the effect that the foods or drugs be 
shipped into interstate commerce were 
not adulterated or misbranded within the 
meaning of that act. Upon the receipt of 
a properly executed guaranty the depart- 
ment assigned a serial number to the 
manufacturer or wholesaler who filed the 


guaranty. The manufacturer or whole- 
saler was authorized to use this num- 
ber on his labels to indicate that the 


guaranty which he had filed with the de- 
partment covered the products on which 





the number was used. After this method 
had been in operation for some time it 
was found that the guaranty legend on 
the label was misleading to the public. 
It was incorrectly assumed by consumers 
generally and some retail dealers that 
the guaranty legend on the label meant 
that a sample of the product had been 
examined by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agricutture and that in effect 
the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture actually guaranteed the product, 
Object of the Guaranty. 

The food and drugs act provides that 
no dealer shall be prosecuted under the 
provisions of that act when he can 
establish a guaranty signed by the 
wholesaler, jobber, manufacturer, or 











other party residing in the United States, 
from whom he purchases articles of food 
and drugs. The guaranty should be to 
the effect that the foods and drugs to 
which it applies are not adulterated or 
misbranded within the meaning of the 
act. The object of this provision is to 
make the Manufacturer or wholesaler or 


person who knows the composition of the 
food and drug products responsible for 
their compliance with the provisions of 
the law.

chases, the party making the guaranty 
would he responsible under the law, and 
the dealer would be relieved of responsi- 
bility. The dealer should see that all his 
foods and drugs which have entered in- 
terstate commerce, or which he expects 
to ship in interstate or foreign com- 
merce or to sell in the District of Colum- 
1 r the territories, are guaranteed to 
in the manner outlined.

FORWARD’S GASOLINE CRACKING PROCESS 
GETS 49 PER CENT. FROM CRUDE OIL ENDS 


Urbana, Ohio, Dec. 15, 1916. 


The Oil Refining and Development Com- 
pany, recently incorporated under the 
laws of Ohio, at Columbus, with a capi- 
tal of $1,000,000, will try out a new method 
tor the manufacture of gasoline The 
company has built a large plant at Ur- 
bana, Ohio, under the direction of Dr. 
Chauncey B. Forward, who has recently 
patented a new oil refining process, which 
is somewhat different from either the 
Rittman or other processes. The new 
plant cost about $50,000 and has a daily 
capacity of 100 barrels and was built ex- 
pressly to demonstrate the new process 
Recently Dr. Forward completed a most 
satisfactory 72-hour test, which proved 
that his idea was practical. During the 
test the process clearly proved that it 
will produce 49 per cent. gasoline from 


the heavy ends of crude oil, as compared 





to 18 per cent. produced by other proc- 
esses commonly in use. It also proved 
that mo carbon is developed, ; during 
the entire test not a single stop was 


made and no carbon formed in the pipes 
Its disposition is eliminated by steam. 
The oil is atomized with steam into a 
still where a temperature of 400 to 500 
degrees Fahrenheit and a pressure of 250 
to 300 pounds is maintained solely by the 





incoming steam. The vapor passes off 
through a control valve on the top of 
1 drum filled with baffle plates, the resi- 
due is forced by the pressure in the 
still into a succeeding still, where it is 
again ntomized and the operation repeat- 
ed. The operation is again repeated into 
a third and a fourth still, the vapors 
from each still passing into a common 
header and being condensed into one 
common grade of gasoline for internal 
combustion engines. The pressure in the 
last still forces the residue directly to 
the storage tanks. The result is a clear, 


water-white gasoline of low initial boiling 
point, rising gradually to 400 or 500 de- 
grees end point wherever the cut is made, 
This sasoline fresh from the still under 
a distillation test showed a per cent. 
or cf free gas—released by the dis- 
tillation test—a per cent. or so of straw- 
colored liquid of the same odor as gas, 
and the usual trace of carbon, found in 
the distilling of any gasoline, dry. The 
product that comes over is absolutely 
sweet and pure water-white. 

The process nas already proven that 
more gasoline can be secured from the 
same amount of crude oil, which should 
mean a decline in the price of the prod- 
uct. With the standard grades of gaso- 


so 


line selling at 25 cents per gallon, Dr. 
Igrward’s process will produce gasoline 
at less than 15 cents per gallon and real- 


ize a profit. 

The process has been inspected and 
tested by some of the best oil men and 
chemists in the country and pronounced 


practical. They have been greatly 





pleased, and also surprised, at the sim- 
plicity of the process and the demonstra- 
tion plant. It is reported that the Stand- 
ard Oil Company has been testing out 
Dr. IForward’s process and that it has 
found it eminently satisfactory in every 
particular, even under the most severe 


tests which could be imposed within rea- 
son. One of the beauties of the system 
is the ease of operation after the plant 
is once installed. With a hillside of small 
proportions to commence with, the opera- 
tion of the complete plant will amount to 





4 very small cost for labor as there is 
no machinery to get out of order as in 
the case of some of the other systems. 
Independent refiners are also said to be 
anxious to try it out. 

Dr. Forward is not a new comer in the 
oil business, having spent a number of 
years prospecting in the Southwest. 
About ten years ago he turned his at- 
tention solely to developing some mew 
process and has worked almost inces- 
santly on it since. He is now past the 
experimental stage and has interested 
several large financiers, who are back of 
the proposition. The demonstrating plant 
is already being enlarged and the capa- 
city increased to 500 barrels daily, which 
will place it on a commercial basis. 


Another way to explain the new process 
and make it more clear to oil men is as 
follows 

A boiler, like the ordinary still 
in use in refineries, is filled with super- 
heated steam until the temperature is 

round 50 degrees, together with a corre- 
sponding pressure. At this point crude 
nozzle

oil is pumped through a _ spray 
against the steam pressure and as a re- 
sult the oil is cracked upon its meeting 


the superheated steam and converted into 
a large proportion of light hydrocarbons. 
These lighter parts are passed out of the 
still or boiler through suitable piping ar- 
rangements and the residue that collects 
at the bottom is then passed to another 
boiler. where it again comes imto con- 
tact with the superheated steam through 
the spray nozzle. It is then passed on 
throuch five of these stills or boilers, 
-ach operation yielding a smaller amount 
of gasoline until it is no longer profit- 
able to use the residuum.

After another period of active demand 
for cash flaxseed, the market is slowing 
up again, but with the country move- 


ment very light and only a small num- 
ber of cars in transit, a stronger tone is 
looked for compared with the futures. 
During the past week there was consid- 
erable seed in, but all of the good offer- 
ings were absorbed readily Seed in cars 
that could be used for the shipment of 
oil and cake was especially sought, but 
the buyers were not willing to pay any 
particular premium for the seed just to 
get the cars. At the end of last week 
buyers paid as high as Duluth May price 
for seed on spot and to arrive, but on 
Monday receipts were liberal and prices 
for the best offerings dropped back to 2c. 


under that future. All of the crushers 
were in the market to a more or less 
extent, few of them being especially 
active. Receipts here gained on Duluth 
proportionally bacause of the close of 
navigation amd the less comparative 
strength in bids sent out from that mar- 
ket. They averaged better than the 
amount crushed in. the mills daily and

There is considerable seed _ still lying 
around in the railroad yards, but it is

Most of it came from Western ...........+ 
and from Montana. Cars are still hold- 
ing bacx Montana seed, but the situa- 
tion is slightly improved over that of a 
week or so ago. Offerings of seed to ar- 
rive during the past ten days have been 
liberal, though at present they are les- 
sening. An elevator company was in the 
market for Minnesota and South Dakota 
seed that contained much _ dirt They 
wanted the dockage and were able to 


mix their purchases off with choice seed 
from other localities. Day to day appli- 
cations on old sales made to arrive aver- 
aged 2% per cent. or more and there was 
no large amount of seed offered on spot 
after these applications were made. The 
daily clearance of offerings was good anda 
there was practically nothing carried 
over. Occasionally a holder conceived the 
idea that he could get a better com- 
parative price for his seed by being stub- 
born, but usually he lost the opportunity 
to sel] and had to carry some seed over. 
There was very little elevator seed of- 
fered to crushers. No round lots were 
for sale and few car lots were loaded 
out 
The movement to market shows an 
average decrease for the week, but the 
loss concerned the Duluth market. Local- 
ly the receipts were larger. To date a 
total of 11,042,239 bushels has been re- 
eeived at all markets. Shipments totaled 
6,863,142 bushels. Duluth shipped consid- 
erable more seed than has been received, 
but in the shipments there was a _ portion 
of the fairly liberal elevator stocks with 
which the season began in that market. 
The movement from farms is very mod- 
erate and from the best information 
there is but a light supply of seed in in- 
terior elevators. The line elevator com- 
panies approached all reported light in- 
terior holdings and a short time ago it 
was estimated that % per cent. of the 
crop had been marketed. Leaving a lib- 
eral seed supply for sowing this spring.

If the 
car situation does not improve, or at least 
remain as it is now, it will be impossible 
to take care of these shipping directions 
promptly All of the crushers are report- 
ing increasing difficulties in the matter 
of obtaining cars for barrel lot shipments. 
By buying flax in desired cars, some of 
them have managed to do fairly well, 
but if dependence is put on the railroad 
companies to furnish equipment orders 
placed, the crushers would have trouble 
keeping the movement up to its present 
proportions. 

Sales to the jobbing trade are steady, 
but usually consist of small quantities. 
Some good-sized orders were written dur- 
ing the week, but in the main the buying 
concerned moderate quantities for nearby 
shipment. Some sales covered consign- 
ments clear through to next September. 
Crushers are asking larger premiums for 
deferred shipment this year because the 
carrying cost of a bushel of seed is about 
a cent a month—much above normal 
Owing to the fact that the demand for 


by-product is falling off, there is not 
the reason for converting seed into oil 
as was the case so far during the sea- 
son. In fact, the crushers are more cau- 
tious in making their offers on deferred 
oil, because of the expectations of a drop 
in the value of the by-products.

The flax market is easing off these 
days, and will probably continue to for 
some days more, at least, owing to the 
fact that the navigation season is over. 


The last flax to be shipped by lake went 
out yesterday, one of the last cargoes 
to leave this port. More may be shipped 
from Port Arthur-Fort William, for the 
sritish Government is assuming all risk 
of ships and cargoes in the movement 
of grain of all kinds as long as the 
Canadian Soo can be Kept open. 

With the rush of out-going flax out of 
the way, crushers have settled back and 
are not very anxious to acquire more 
just now, except as it comes cheap. It 
is expected that they will let the market 


sag considerably before they will be 
found to be veryheavily interested in it 
again. Assertions that it will be down 


to $2.50 a bushel in a short time are fre- 
quently heard, and if the rapidity of de- 
scent of the past week continues, it will 


not take long to get there. There has 
been no support to speak of for several 
days and none is in sight, for an im- 
mense amount of flax went eastward in 
the last weeks of navigation. The move- 


ment has been unusually heavy from this 
point all of this crop year, which began 


on August 1. During that time, 6,767,907 
bushels of domestic seed were shipped, 
as compared with 4.39%.246 in 1915: and 
38.704 bushels of bonded seed went out, 


whereas none was shipped last year. The 
receipts of domestic flax during the crop 


year until today, amounted to 5,823,832 
bushels, while those of last year were 
3.598.078. Bonded receipts amounted to 


124.139 bushels, as against 20,574 bushels 
last year. 

Peace efforts affected the market some- 
what. including flax in the general de- 
pression. Ultimately. it is believed, peace 
would send flax much higher, but a gen- 
eral halt for readjustment would cause 
a_ decline. However, the peace move- 
ment has not been the feature of the flax 
market as it was in other grains.

While some declines in prices were 
noted this week in the case of certain 
materials used in the paint trade, the 
feature of the market is still found 
in the high prices which important 
materials are commanding and the 
consequent increase in the cost of pro 
ducing prepared paints. The advance 
in the prices for paints has extended 
to practically every kind on the mar- 
ket. Reference has been made in the 
past to advances for paints made from 
the lead and zine pigments; to ena- 
mels and wall paints, and it is now 
stated that paints produced from iron 
oxides will be higher than a year ago. 
So much has been said about the 
higher cost of raw materials that it is 
easy to understand why manufactur- 
ers of mixed paints are forced to ask 


more for their products. Among the 
most important items which went 
down in price this week was linseed 
oil. There was a general slump in 
prices for many materials following 
the announcement that peace pro- 
posals were in order, and to a great 


extent this accounts for the decline in 


oil, as seed prices were affected and 
the result was shown in the oil mar- 
ket. teports from Western seed 
markets also showed that values for 
seed were allowed to drop because of 
lack of buying interest, but as ship- 
ments from the country will be com- 
paratively small from now on there 
should be no heavy offerings to de- 


market. The lead and zinc 
pigments were unchanged this week, 
although certain publications on Fri- 
day were calling attention to advances 
in French process zinc oxide as a re- 
sult of recent rises in the _ spelter 
market, The advances, however, were 
those as announced by producers on 
the first of the month. Lithopone has 
been sold in good quantities on con- 
tracts and a fair call is still reported 
for future deliveries, which different 
producers are in a position to take 
care of. The color market goes along 
with some selections still rather ir- 
regular in price. Window glass is 
firm, with producers getting higher 
prices for their offerings. Spirits of 
turpentine were firmer this week at 
primary points and the same was true 
in the local market. On page 20 there 
is a complete report on the flaxseed 
situation. A report on linseed oil and 
naval stores will be found on pages 
29 and 33, respectively. Comment on

LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 


PIG LEAD.—The quotation for 
lead has been held at 7tec. per 
throughout the period, but 
nominal figure, as the asking 
of those who would sell was 
than the quoted price. The tone of 
the market became easier late in the 
week and on Friday the actual market 
was represented by 7%c. per pound as 
the bid price and by 7%c. per pound 
ag the asking price.

WHITE LBAD (BASIC CARBON- 


ATE).—There was no change in the 
white lead market this week, but as 
the pigment follows closely the course 
of the metal it was firmer in the early 
part of the period than in the latter 
half, There is a good movement of 
white lead against contracts, but some 
raports say that demand has slowed 
up recently and is expected to be quiet 
until after the turn of the year. Job- 
bing trade is seasonable, with no spe- 
cia] feature. The quotation for dry 
basic carbonate is 8%c, per pound and 
white lead ground in oil is held at an 
inside price of 9%c. per pound. In 
both cases the prices as above given 
refer only to round lots and buyers 
of smaller amounts are forced to pay 
the usual premiums. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL- 
PHATE).—Producers of basic sulphate 
were able to cover requirements in the 
metal market at advantageous terms 
as reported a short time ago and this 
has been reflected in the market for 
the pigment. Consumers of the latter 
have been able to cover for a short 
period at 8%4c. per pound and that is 
still given as the open market price. 
There was nothing new in the market 
this week, although fears of an ad- 
vance in prices were aroused by the 
action of the metal market early in the 
period. 

RED LEAD.—It is reported that 
sales of red lead have been made for 
export under the levels maintained for 
the domestic trade, For instance, 
sales are reported to have been put 
through on a basis of 9%4c. per pound, 
while the quotation for home consump- 
tion is placed at 9%c. per pound. The 
market was steady during the week. 


Red lead in oil is quoted at 10%c. per 
pound and upwards on a quantity 
basis, 

LITHARGE.—Routine deliveries are 
taking fairly large amounts of litharge 
into consumption. The market is in a 
steady position, with values well es- 
tablished and demand about normal. 
As in the case of the other lead pig- 
ments the metal market is the big fac- 
tor in determining prices, and weak- 
ness or strength in the metal market 
is reflected accordingly in the market 
for litharge. The quotation for round 
lots of litharge is 9144c. per pound. 

ORANGE \MINERAL.—There is no 
appearance of activity in this market, 
but sellers say that the movement is 
satisfactory, and values are well main- 
tained at previously established levels. 
The quotation is 12@12%c. per pound, 
with the range depending on seller. 
Some foreign orange mineral is offered 
in the spot market, and sellers also 
are said to be quoting on future posi- 
tions. 

SPELTER.—Prices for spelter took 
a sharp drop this week. Selling pres- 
sure was increased, and buying inter- 
est was lessened with the result that 
the market price shows a material 
loss as compared with that of a week 
ago. The quotation at New York is 
given at 10.80c. per pound at the close 
of the week. Zinc ore at Joplin is 
quoted at $85@90 per ton. 

ZINC OXIDE.—Reports were circu- 
lated in the latter part of the week to 
the effect that leading producers of 
zinc oxide had made a sharp advance 
in the quotations for French process 
zinc oxide. These reports were not 
correct, however, or at least were in- 
definite, as the advance was made on 
December 1 and was reported in our 
issue of December 4. There was noth- 
ing new in the market this week, and 
the prices for both ordinary American 
zinc oxide and French process zinc 
oxide are holding at the levels as pre- 
viously reported. In the case of 
French process zinc oxide the quota- 
tion places white seal at 18%c. per 
pound for carloads and 18%c. per 
pound for less than carloads. On this 
basis green seal is quoted at 18@18\c. 
per pound and red seal at 17%@17%c. 
pound. Above prices are based 
upon shipments in barrels f. o. b. ship- 
ping point, with freight allowances as 
heretofore on carload lots only. These

prices are effective December 1 and 
are subject to change without notice. 

The prices for ordinary American 
zine oxide for the first half of next 
year were announced some time ago. 
Prices are as follows:—For 50-ton lots 
the quotation is 9%c. per pound. For 


car lots 9%c. per pound is quoted, and 
than car lots are held at 10c. per 
pound. Special zinc oxide is quoted 
at 104,@10%c. per pound, according to 
quantity. The above prices are based 
upon shipments in barrels and are f. 
o. b. shipping point, with usual freight 
allowance on carload lots. The above 
products are also available in paper 
bags of 50 pounds net weight when 
shipped in carloads. In this container 
the price will be %c. per pound less 
than quoted above. Bags cannot be 
shipped in less than carload lots, 
Mixed carloads of barrels and bags 
cannot be shipped. The above prices 
are effective only on contract for the 
first half of the year 1917, and are sub- 
ject to change without notice. 
LITHOPONE.—Imported grades of 
lithopone are quoted at 7c. per pound 
in car lots, with 74%c. per pound asked 
for less than car lots. Manufacturers 
of lithopone say this material is sell- 
ing On very favorable terms as com- 
pared with a year ago, when the rela- 
tive position of zine ore, barytes, labor 
costs, etc., are taken into considera- 
tion.

GLUES, 


There is no let-up to the strong posi- 
tion of glues and glue stock. The spot 
market for practically all grades of glue 
is largely nominal, owing to the scar- 
city of offerings, Some producers are 
reported to be behind with contract 
deliveries and some consumers who held 
contracts which have expired are re- 
ported to have difficulty in covering 
ahead. The cost of producing glue is 
admitted to have gone up in proportion 
to the advances in raw materials, but 
the market is further strengthened by 
the fact that demand for glue has been 
greater than could be supplied by do- 
mestic manufacturers and imports have 
been on a small scale for some time.

VARNISH GUMS. 


Tonnage is still said to be scarce for 
moving gum from Batavia and Singa- 
pore, and as a result there is a firm 
tone to the market for the damar se- 
lections, Batavia damar is quoted at 
19l4c. per pound for No. 1, while Singa- 
port No, 1 is 21%c. per pound and 
Singapore No, 2 is 16c. per pound, Some 
sellers say that the output of gums 
at primary points has been allowed to 
fall off and that stocks are smaller 
than usual, so that values at shipping 
points are strong. White copal chips 
are reported to be firm at l14c. per 
pound in cases for No. 1 and 10c. per 
pound for No, 2. Manila pale nubs 
are held at 9c. per pound, with amber 
nubs at 8\4c. per pound. Manila chips 
are 7%c. per pound and sorts 8c, per 
pound. Pontianac gum is quoted at 
1644c. per pound, with No. 2 at 12e. 
per pound. Kauri gum is firmly held, 
with prices varying greatly according 
to quality. 


WINDOW GLASS. 


A strong market has ruled for win- 
dow glass for some time, and prices 
have been firmer since the early part 
of this month, Producing costs have 
been above normal, due to labor condi- 
tions and to other circumstances, As 
previously announced, the market was 
further strengthened by a curtailment 
of production, owing to shortage of 
natural gas, which caused some plants 
to cut down their operations. Demand 
for glass has been good and the mar- 
ket is strong from a statistical stand- 
point, as the output bids fair to be 
little if any above the requirements 
of consumers,

Light-Reflecting Value of Sanitary 
Wall Paints. 


The steadily increasing use of wall 
paints of the oil type, especially in 
schoois, hospitals, public buildings, 
dwellings and factories, has brought 


forth requests for information as to the 
colors most suitable for the various pur- 
poses, says Henry A. Gardner in a cir- 
cular, No. 43, issued by the Educational 


Bureau of the Paint Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation of the United States. From the 
standpoint of illumination, white paint is 
often preferred, as its coefficient of light 


reflection is from 67 to 68. Some very 
light tints made on a white base are, 
however, almost as high in illuminating 
value. For ordinary purposes of decora- 
tion, light tints are to be recommended 
for walls and ceilings, while the dark 
shades may be used simply for borders 


and dadoes to present pleasing contrasts 


with the main body of work. 

For factory work, white paints, or In 
some cases the very lightest tints, should 
be selected in order to obtain the maxi- 


mum amount of light in the workrooms 
It is interesting to note in this connec- 
tion that improved workmanship and a 
minimum of accidents have resulted in 
nearly every instance where better light- 
ing systems have been instailed. In such

Spain’s Reduced Exports of Glue 
Stock. 


Deaiers in the United States have asked 


for information concerning the Barcelona 
trade in hide cuttings and other stock for 
making glues and gelatines. Before the 
present war began Spain imported an- 
nually about 2,100,000 pounds of glue and 


gelatines of all Kinds, but the actual an- 
nual imports have fallen to about 85,000 
pounds, Hence the Spanish glue factories, 
of which according to the most recent 
available statistics there are 62, are work- 


ing more intensively than ever before 
and can not supply the demand without 
effort. 

It is said that there are 27 glue factories 
in this region of Catalonia, where the 
industry is considered more important 
than elsewhere. The first mentioned ma- 
terials for the manufacture of glue are 
now naturally in greater demand in the 
domestic market than formerly, a fact 
which im part accounts for the marked 


decrease in recent exports of glue stock. 
In 1915 exports of these materials from 
Spain amounted to about 2,000,000 pounds, 
the principal purchasers of which were 
France, England, Italy and the United 
States. whereas the exports during 1913 
totaled 10,000,000 pounds.

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N. J. PAINTERS AND DECORATORS URGE 
REMEDY FOR “ILL-ADVISED” ADVERTISING 


That much of the advertising of paint 
and varnish products which appears in 
the pages of popular periodicals acts 
contrary to the advantage of the mas- 
ter painter by reducing the standard 
of mechanical efficiency and by stifling 
his judgment and discretion, was the 
theme of a paper presented at the open 
kixecutive Board meeting of the New 
State Association of Master Paint- 
nd Decorators, held in Newark, on 
esday  aiternoon. The statement 





made that painters, as the largest 
consumers of products of this class, must 
be the largest factors in the payment of 
the cost of this advertising, which appar- 
ently often written by some one who 
does not know a pot of paint from a pot 
of whitewash. The writer stated that he 
] i a eustomer who wanted her room 
done over im a Su-ram finish, or some 
name which sounded like it, and when he 


id told her that he would be happy to 
do it if she could furnish some informa- 
tion about it, she volunteered to look 
the matter up and later informed him, 
blushingly, that she had confused the 
idea with an advertised style of corset. 
The writer concluded with the following 
paragraph:— 


Referred to International Associa- 


tion. 


“TIT am not referring to or consider- 
ing the ads in our trade journals. We 
need and every up-to-date painter re- 
quires the class of information they 
give us, but the kinds referred to, in 
periodicals of general circulation, so 
far as the master painter and the 
trade are concerned, are of entirely 
different import. 

“This problem is too big for me to 
offer any solution and I would rather 
this expression of my views be con- 


sidered more in the form of an in- 
quiry than of protest. So I suggest, 
inasmuch as it is near the time for 
our international convention, that this 
association recommend to the inter- 
national body that a committee be 


ippointed to investigate the matter 

during the coming year and ascertain 

if this class of advertising is an 
existing’ evil to us and. if so, to rec- 
ommend some remedy.” 

This suggestion was unanimously 
adopted and the delegates were instruct- 
ed to bring this matter to the attention 
of the convention of the International As- 
sociation of Master House Painters and 
Decorators, to be held at New Haven in 
February next. 

All this came as a sort of anti-climax 
to an appeal from George B. Heckel, sec- 
retary of the Paint Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, which he made at the close of 
an address on zine oxide, urging the mas- 
ter painters to support the campaign of 
advertising that had been suggested at 
the convention of that organization, held 
in New York last month In the course 
of his remarks, he stated as his belief 
that even a speedy termination of the 
Kuropean war would not greatly reduce 
of zine oxide, owing to the 
increased use of this material for 
cturing automobile tires.

President Herbert F. Staples presided 
it the banquet and business meeting fol- 
lowing.

The reading of the records by Secretary 
Fred L. Moses was far from monotonous

an address by Prof. James BE. Dougan, 
principal of the Newark Boys’ Industrial 
Schooi on “What Is New Jersey Doing 
for Vocational Training and the Educa 
tion of Apprentices?’ ‘This, he said, is a 
live topic, so much so that every city, 
every State and the National Govern- 
ment are taking it up. The States that 
lead in vocational training are Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut, New York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania and Wisconsin, 

New Jersey has vocational schools tn 
Hoboken, Newark and Trenton. The city 
of Newark has recently appropriated 
$154,000 for a new building for the Boys’ 
Industrial School and has planned to in- 
crease its usefulness. Only two States 
have a greater percentage of the popula- 
tion engaged in industry than New Jer- 
sey, yet out of the 93,392 boys in the pub- 
lic schools above the fifth grade, omly 
1019 are receiving industrial training. 
Only 500 boys are being trained for more 
than 16,000 industrial positions that are 
open each year. We are training boys 
for six trades, when we should be tratn- 
ing them for 300 different occupations car 
ried on in_the State. In Bavaria, with 
less than 7,000,000 population, they have 
more trade schools than we have in the 
whole United States with its population 
of 110,000,000. Germany would never have 
made the progress she has in the world’s 
war if it had not been for her industrial 
schools. He said that the need for indus- 
trial training is great, but that associations 
of business men do not demand that the 
educational authorities should supply it. 
If they made themselves felt in this mat- 
ter, the Boards of Education would sup- 
ply schools that would train up boys to 
fll the industrial needs of the commu- 
nity. 





For Industrial Course in Painting. 


A committee was appointed to urge the 
Newark Boys’ Industrial School to estab- 
lish a course in painting and decorating 
when the new building is completed. 

V. P. Christofferson, secretary of the 
New Jersey Master Builders’ Association, 
read a paper on workmen's compensation 
insurance, with special reference to a 
company with which the association has 
entered into a contract that it will fur- 
nish insurance to the members of the or- 
ganization at a rate below that which 
they will charge to any master painter 
who is not a member. 

Different members of the board gave 
brief summaries of the trade and labor 
situations in their own localities. 

At the conclusion of the meeting, a very 
enjoyable dinner was served. About two 
hundred master painters and associate 
members, representing manufacturers 
and jobbing houses, sat down.

Customs Appraisers’ Decisions. 





Olive Oil. 


The protest entered by Bologna & 
Taormina was sustained by the Board 
of General Appraisers The question 
raised was whether certain olive oil im- 
ported in New Orleans was subject to 
duty at 20 or 3% cents per gallon, under 
paragraph 45 of tariff act of 1913. The 
lower rate was claimed by the  pro- 
testants. Paragraph 45 reads as follows: 
“Olive oil not specially provided for in 
this section, 20 cents per gallon: olive oil 
in bottles, jars, kegs, tins or other pack- 
ages having capacity of less than five 
standard gallons each, 30 cents per gal- 
lon The importers claimed that each 
of the tins had a capacity of “a little 
over five gallons.”” The weigher testi- 
fied that he weighed the contents of tins 
and the total contents of 1% tins were 
898.667 gallons, on the basis of seven an@ 
one-half pounds to the gallon, or the 
equivalent of 4.99 gallons to each tin 
There was nothing in the statement of 
the measurement by weight to negative 
the claim that the tins each had a capa- 
city of five gallons or the sworn state- 
ment of the witness that each tin had 
a capacity of a little over five gallons 
The board held that the decision of the 
collector be reversed. 





Ornamented Glass Bottles. 

The Treasury Department has _in- 
structed the collector of the _ port of 
New York that certain bottles imported 
after December 15 are subject to classi-

fication at 45 per cent. ad valorem. The 
Treasury Department concurs in the 
views relative to the classification by 
the appraiser, which are as_ follows:

River, comprising 
Southern New York, Pennsylvania, Southeast- 
ern, Central and Northwestern Ohio, West Vir- 
gsinia, Indiana, Llinois and Kentucky for the 
week, makes a much better showing than did 
the former week's report. At a season when 
operators are generally inclined to curtail de- 
velopment work the high-grade fields show an 
increase and the phenomenal jump in the 
price of Pennsylvania crudes will further stim- 
ulate work, despite the fact that midwinter is 
approaching and operating will be more diffi-

in West Virginia the lower counties of the

SEEKING COMPROMISE ON 
OIL-LAND LEASE BILL 


House and Senate Committees on 
Public Land, Through Sub-Com- 
mittees, to Reach Basis for Action 
on Phelan Bill, 


Washington, Dec. 15, 1916. 

The Senate. Committee on Public Lands 
met Wednesday to considé? proposed 
amendments to the Phelan general oil 
leasing bill. The obstacle to the passage 
of this legislation is its effect upon naval 
oil reserves, Nos. 1 and 2 in California. 
Enough has. been shown by the proceed- 
ings so far to indicate that the Nawy 
Department is holding tenaciously to the 
idea of retaining both of these oil re- 
serves intact, whereas the California oil 
interests desire to have a compromise 
which would turn over to the navy _ oil 
reserve No, 1 and would permit develop- 
ment on private claims of oil reserve 
No. 2 by the payment of a royalty of 
one-eighth to the government. 

At the meeting of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Public Lands nothing was 
done beyond the appointment of a sub- 
committee consisting of Senators. Pitt- 
man, Phelan and Clark of Wyoming to 
hold joint sesgions with a similar sub- 
committee to be appointed by the Com- 
mittee on Public Lands of the House, 
consisting of Representatives Ferris, 
Taylor, of Colorado, and Lenroot to hear 
all interests concerned with a view to 
reaching a compromise if possible. 
Senator Pittman stated that he would 
call a meeting of these sub-committees 
on Saturday and it has been arranged 
that the Secretary of the Navy, the At- 
torney General and the Secretary of the 
Interior will all be represented at the 
meeting 


November Exports of Crude Oil from 
Port Arthur, Texas, Show 


Increase. 
Austin, Texas, Dec. 13, 1916 

An unexpectedly large increase in the 
quantity of crude oil exported from Port 
Arthur, Texas, to England during the 
month of November is taken as an indi- 
eation that the revolutionary situation in 
the Gulf coast region of Mexico has 
caused a decrease of the oil output that 
has heretofore been going largely to sup- 
ply the demands of the allied countries 
of Europe. 

The records of the Umited States cus- 
toms office at Port Arthur show that the 
total value of the’ crude oil exports to 
England through that rt for the month 
of November was $2,136,793. Most of this 
oil went to supply the British fleet in 


the North Sea, it is stated The crude 
oil exportations to England, France and 
Italy from Texas during the _ present 


month promise to be much larger than for 
last month There is also a big increase 
of gasoline exportations to those coun 
tries. The British steamer Comanche re- 
cently took on a cargo of 45,000 barrels 
of erude oil at the Beaumont wharves, 
and the British steamer J B August 
Kessler loaded with 54.00 gallons of gaso 
line at the wharf of the Magnolia Pe- 
troleum company’s refinery. Many other 
vessels are due to take out large cargoes 
during the month. 


Increased Imports of Petroleum by 
Greece. 


The gain in receipts of petroleum by 
Greece last vear may be ascribed to 
advancing prices and to the presence in 
Old Greece of large numbers of refu- 
gees from neighboring countries, as well 
as to the scarcity and high cost of other 
lighting products, such as alcohol and oll, 
which in the past were active rivals of 
petroleum

Bureau of Mines Experimenting 
with Gasoline to Reach 


Standardization. 
Washington, Dec. 15, 1916 

The United States Bureau of Mines is 
still investigating the subject of the 
standardization of gasoline and it is not 
likely that either the Bureau of Mines 
or the Bureau of Standards will be ready 
to report to the Secretary of Commerce 
on this subject for a couple of months 
if they are ready at that time. The 
Tidewater Company at Bayonne, N. J.. 
lg offered its facilities to conduct a 
series of experiments for the bureau to 
test samples of gasoline in the deter- 
mination of a standard and probably the 
bureau will accept this offer, 





Hearing on Standardization of 
Gasoline at Washington, Janu- 
ary 23 or 24. 


Washington, Dec. 15, 1916. 

About January 23 or 24 the Bureau of 
Standards expects to conduct a hearing 
in this city to which will be invited all 
persons who desire to express their views 
upon standards for gasoline. The date 
of this hearing will be fixed to accom- 
modate the delegates to the Independent 
Oil Men’s Association, which will hold 
a convention here about that time 

Independent oil men have represented 
to both the Bureau of Standards and the 
Bureau of Mines that to establish a test 
of 180 degrees for gasoline would bar out 
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90 per cent. of all the oil available to 
them for that purpose. This statement 
came to the Bureau of Mines as a sur- 
prise and samples are now being gath- 
ered in the Southwest or tests to de- 
termine the facts. 

Among technologists of the Bureau of 
Mines there is a strong tendency to rec- 
ommend that States and municipalities 
in adopting a gasoline test should place 
its enforcement in the hands of the com- 
mission which would have power from 
time to time to change it to conform to 
conditions so that unreasonable require- 
ments might not be insisted upon, 


Chief Petroleum Technologist Wil- 
liams to Go to Empire Fuel 


and Gas Company. 
Washington, Dec, 15, 1916. 

William <A. Williams, chief petroleum 
technologist of the Bureau of Mines, De- 
partment of the Interior, has resigned 
to accept a position as assistant to the 
general manager of the Empire Fuel and 
Gas Company, of Bartlesville, Okla. Mr. 
Williams’ resignation will take effect 
January 1 
The Empire Fuel and Gas Company is 
a subsidiary of Henry L. Doherty & 
Co., of New York, which owns public 
utility plants in a large number of States. 
About two years ago the Doherty Com- 
pany acquired considerable interest in oil 
lands in the Kansas field and has since 
enlarged those interests in several places 
in the Southwest. Mr. Williams will 
have a variety of subjects to occupy his 
attention in connection with the Empire 
Fuel and Gas Company, one of which 
may be the establishment and operation 
of the Rittman gasoline plant, the com- 
pany having received a license from the 
government to operate the Rittman 
process, 

During the last two vears as chief pe- 
troleum technologist of the Bureau of 
Mines, Mr. Williams has achieved great 
distinction, having been prominently con 
nected with practically all of the impor- 
tant investigations the bureau has con- 
ducted for the improvement of the oil 
industry as a whole.

their orders in much earlier than usual, 
that the shipments can be distributed 
over four months instead of two, which 
will sive the trade a fair chance to take 
care of the needs that may develop. Such 
an extension would lessen the pressure 
upon the railroads and also permit the 
working forces at the fertilizer factories, 
reduced as these are, to handle the ship- 
ments so as to enable them to reach ‘ie

buyers on time. In addition, the buyers 
will be urged. whenever possible, to make 
use of maximum carloads. instead of 
minimum jloads, as has been the case fre- 
quently 

The committee will send out circulars 
and placards, the latter to be posted in 


railroad stations, and other public places, 


where they are likely to be seen by the 
farmers. The notices will be sent to all 
publishers of agricultural papers, 
granges, and other farmers’ agencies 
which will give them currency.

The matter was laid before the Federal 
Trades Commission by the oil men at a 
hearing last June. A favorable report 
would put the question up to Congress 
and the convention in March would be 
timely for the framing of plans to push 
the campaign for the necessary law be- 
fore the national legislature. 

Next in importance will be reports from 
various States on the local inspection 
laws, with a view to starting a move- 
ment for uniform regulations. It is hoped 
that a giational inspection law may be 
had that will relieve the jobbers of the 
complexities and difficulties which now 
burden the oil industry by reason of the 
varying standards and tests required in 
different States. If a national law cannot 
be obtained, then the campaign will be 
pushed to secure uniform State laws. 

The increasing of the efficiency of the 
tank car service is another question to 
be discussed, and along with it, the re- 
cent Supreme Court decision holding that 
the railroads cannot be compelled by 
an order of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission furnish tank cars for the 
oil shippers. 

There will be morning and afternoon 
business sessions and on the evening of 
March 22 will be held the annual banquet 
of the association, the chief social affair 
of the convention.

Senator Wadsworth Offers Amend- 


ment to His Insecticide Bill. 


Washington, Dec. 15, 1916. 

Senator Wadsworth has introduced a 
bill to amend section 8 of the act of 
April 26, 1910, for preventing the manu- 
facture, sale or transportation of adul- 
terated or misbranded paris greens, lead 
arsenates and other insecticides and also 
fungicides and for regulating traffic 
therein. This bill provides that section 8 
be amended by adding the following 
paragraph:— 

“In the case of disinfectants for ex- 
ternal use unless the bactericidal co- 
efficient as determined by the method 
approved by the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture is plainly stated on the label. 

The above is similar to an amendment 
proposed by Mr. Wadsworth in the last 
session of Congress, except the addition 
of the words “for external use.”

Action Under the Virus-Serum Act 
for Year. 
Washington, Dec. 15, 1916. 


The chief of the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry, Department of Agriculture, in his 
annual report, gives thé following facts 
in connection with the enforcement of 
the virus-serum-toxin act:—‘One hundred 
and nine applications for licenses for the 
manufacture of such products for inter- 
state trade were received, and 1% licenses 


were issued. Permits for importation 
were issued to two firms. The licensed 
plants were situated in fifty cities jn 


eighteen States. Two hearings were held 
as provided by law. Five cases of ap- 
parent violation of the law were investi- 
gated, and two such cases were success- 
fully prosecuted.”

The Northern Railway Company, in the 
near future, according to Port Limon ad-

icals is excepted, and that all the arguments 
in support of expectations that a big demand 
for fertilizer mixtures will develop have as 
much justification as they ever had before. 
Among these arguments is a confident belief 
that the demand for agricultural products will 
keep up and attain proportions not in any way 
lessened. It may be said that the ravages of 
the war have reduced the number of people 
who are to be fed; at the same time, the fact 
must not be lost sight of that a very consider- 
able proportion of the world’s population is on 
short rations, which will not be submitted to 
as soon as the existing emergency passes. The 
market for farm products, therefore, is certain 
to be most receptive, for the prevailing de 
ficiency is still to be made up and a surplus 
accumulated, as in ordinary times Further- 
more—and this point has been emphasized be 
fore—the arable soil almost everywhere has 
been starved in the last two years, being made 
to produce as much as possible with the small- 
est possible expenditure of fertilizer. The 
drain upon the land also must be made good, 
which will require a very considerable excess 
in fertilizers over and above the current re- 
quirements. Then there is the natural increase 
in the consumption of mixtures to be taken 
into account, together with the circumstance 
that in various crude materials there is a nat- 
ural and very decided shortage, which will 
take time to overcome. The prevaiiing high 
prices of most of the crude stocks are mainly 
due to the fact that augmented demands are 
being imposed at a time when the sources of 
supply are either closed or appreciabiy nar- 
rowed. It is easy to see, therefore, that no 
good reason could be advanced for a decided 
drop in the prices of fertilizer substances 
even if the war were to stop in the next week 
or the next month. On the contrary, if such

a consummation were to be among the devel 
opments of the very near future, an increase 
in the export movement of farm products 


might be looked for, because, though some of 
the combatants have been able to augment 
their stores, this has been done at the expense 
of others, the quantity on the whole being in 
no wise larger. The future, therefore, as far 
as the fertilizer trade is concerned presents 
prospects of a further expansion rather than a 
narrowing of the market, with continued firm 
ness in the quotations 

FISH SCRAP.—The menhaden fishing hav- 
ing, as stated last week, come to a stop, no 
more scrap is being added to the holdings and 
the factories have also shut down All stocks 
of scrap in first hands have been disposed of, 
the last boatload to reach Baltimore in the 
course of the week just ended having brought 
around $4.25 and 10 at Baltimore There is 
now no more scrap in the hands of the pro- 
ducers, and such purchases as are made come 
from second and third hands. The quantity of 
fish oi] still unsold by the producers is stated 
to be small, and this supply is offered at 68 
to 70 cents a gallon. As for the menhaden 
fleet, it has gone into winter quarters, and 
will be laid up until the time arrives for the 
spring overhauling preparatory to the season's 
work. The past season has been, on the whole, 
quite satisfactory. and the fish factories re- 
ceived more encouragement than they were 
able to get for some years previous. 
TANKAGE.—The prospective large require 
ments in the way of animal ammoniates are 
prompting the large Western producers to 
mark their quotations on tankage still higher, 
the latest figure being about $4.22% and 10 for 
11 and 15 high-grade ground tankage, ec. a. f. 
basis Baltimore. It is to be said, however, 
that on this basis inquiries are not coming 
out, and, according to the buyers, even ma- 
teria] concessions would hardly stimulate the 
demand. ‘The general tone of the trade is 
quiet, with the movement restricted, and with 
prospects that until some change in the situa 
tion occurs or the needs of the manufacturers 
of mixtures become more urgent, the demand 
for tankage will be held in abeyance unless 
the holders mark down their figures ‘much 
more than there is now reason to think they 
will. There is no prospects of any large in- 
crease in the volume of tankage a lable, 
however, and if the requirements « the fac- 
tories are as heavy as many members of the 
trade expect, it may happen that the present 
nomina] list will become actual. 

BLOOD.—Along with tankage, blood, the 
companion animal ammoniate, also remains 
quiet, but the holders appear to have very 
hopeful views about the future requirements, 
and the quotations have been marked up aur- 
ing the last week to $4.22% c. a. f. basis Bal- 
timore, so that only a small margin now sepa- 
rates the two. For a time this difference 
amounted to not less than 15 or 20 cents per 
unit in favor of tankage, but the favorable 
change in the economic conditions of the South 
brought about by the high price of cotton is re- 
garded as offering such an improvement in 
the prospects for a large distribution of the 
animal ammoniate in special favor there as 
to force prices up. It does not seem as though

a reaction were at all likely, for the reason 
that the end of the war could only affect the 
demand for cotton favorably, the German buy- 
ers once more coming into the market and tak- 
ing ali the cotton that is to be had, in com 
petition with the other consuming countries. 

AOCLD PHOSPHATE.—The quotations on acid 
phosphate are still held at $11 for 14 per cent, 
and at $12 for 16 per cent. supplies. No 
pressing demand is discerned by members of 
the trade here, but stocks, it is also to be 
said, are quite Nght, so that one condition 
balances the other, with every prospect for 
continued firmness in the trade.

\ joint stock company has been formed 
in Argentina for the exploitation of the 
new dye material “Algarrobin,” obtained 
from the of the tree (Cera- 
tonia siliqua), and a factory h been 
established in the city of Santa Fe Prov- 
ince of Santa Fe, which now has a daily 
production of six to eight tons of “Algar- 
robin,” put up and ready for shipment. 
The material is now in regular industria: 
use, and is said to be giving good results 
in addition to proving itself economical in 
comparison with other dye materials. One 
local concern, the Sociedad Italo-Ameri- 
cano, is said to using 3,07 to 4,409 
po inds of “‘Algarrobin”’ monthly, chiefly 
in dyeing khaki cloth for Argentine mili- 
tary uniforms It also said that 66,139 
pounds of the product have been shipped 
o Italy and France, and that additional 
requests are coming in in consequence or 
the satisfactory and economical results 
given by the dye. The manufacturers 
claim that, although cotton takes the 
Algarrobin" succesfully, exceptionally 
good results are obtained in the treatment 
of silk and wool.
